GERMAN TROOPS 
DISARM REBEL 


Berlin Says Participants in 
Kuestrin Attack, Number- 
ing 400, Were Captured, 
Several Being Wounded. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 2.—It is of- 
ficially announced that the par- 
ticipants in the insurrection at 
Kuestrin yesterday, numbering 
about 400 men, have been captured 
and disarmed. The rebels lost one 
killed and several wounded. ‘There 
were no losses among the Govern- 
ment forces. The troops ordered to 
Kuestrin as reinforcements are re- 
turning to their stations. 

In the opinion of officials hee the 
revolt actually served a useful pur- 
pose, inasmuch as it gave notice 
that the Government was prepared 
to put down immediately any at- 
tempts at insurrection. 

Censorship Enforced Rigorously. 

The censorship is being rigorously 
enforced and little is known of what 
is happening. A brief cammunique 
fails to shed much light on the 
situation, but it would appear that 
while the insurgents were principai- 
ly members of Nationalist Associa- 
tions, they were supported by com- 
munists. 

There are indications that the sit- 
uation is graver than the communi- 
cation admits. It is pointed out that 
the ocmmunication does not espe- 
cially assert that the movement has 
been suppressed. Unofficially, it is 
stated that no blood was shed dur- 
ing the disorders. One of the ring- 
leaders arrested, and who is three2t- 
ened with the death penalty, is a 
former Major in the German army.

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SUES TO FOREGLOSE 
UNITED RAILWAY BONDS 


Colorado Man Attacks Receiver- 
ship as Illegal and Wants 
Unity of Company Retained. 


Suit to foreclose the $30,000,000 
bond issue of the United Railways 
Co., of 1899, filed in Federal Court 
today, referred to 
Wells, named with the company, and 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., trustee, 
as defendant, as de facto receiver. 


The suit was filed by Ephrim Cap-| 
lan, aS counsel for Milton von Bos- | 
ton of Colorado, holder of $4000 of) 
the general mortgage bonds of the | 


company. 

The petition recites that Receiver 
Wells is in charge of the street rail- 
way property ‘‘pursuant to a void 
and pretended order of the Federal 
Court in an alleged cause of action 
brought by Sam W. Adler against 
the United Railways Co. et al.”’ 

Receivership Again Attacked. 

Caplan, who represented the inter- 
vening stockholders in the Adler 
suit, still contends that the Federal 


| Court had no jurisdiction to place 


the United Railways Co. in receiy- 
ership under the Adler pleading, 
but in this case he has been over- 
ruled by the Federal Court and the 
United States Court of Appeals. 
The Von Boston petition asks for 
an accounting of all the United Rail- 
ways properties, for the appointment 
of a receiver or receivers to take 
charge of the property and the com- 
pany’s earnings ‘“‘to prevent threat- 
ened segregation and dismember- 
ment of the entire street railway 
system, to prevent executions and 
attachments and to continue the 
business of the company as a unit.”’ 
The Court is asked to issue an 
injunction enjoining the defendants 
from gnterfering Avith them, trans- 
ferring, selling or disposing, incum-

CURTISS 18-T TO ANSWER GUN 


Entrant in Contest for Obser- 
vation Machines. 
The race for two-place observa- 
tion planes will mark the third time 


starting gun in a major speed con- 
test.

ST. LOUIS ON THE AIR MAIL LOOP. 

The next logical step in air mail development 
savs Second Assistant Postmaster-Genera! Col!. 
Paul Henderson. is a semi-circular loop from Chi- 
cago. taking in St. Louis. Kansas City and Omaha 
and connecting at Cheyenne. The air route from 
Chicago to Cherenne merely covers space and c«on- 
tributes no mail. The three other cities mentioned 
ere so relatively that their mail offerings 
ought to contribute substantially to defraring the 
expense of the long. arid pull between the two Mid- 
die Western stations. 

To secure the loop to S# Louis, savs Col. Hen- 
derson, is only a matter of convincing our Senators 
and Representatives that we want the service and 
of their influence. in turn. on the mafority of Con- 
gress. If the service does not make an 'mmedfate 
profit. or even pay for itself. it means develop- 
ment of aviation facilities and advertising for the 
line. which will induce patronage. 

The Government is doing little enough in the de- 
veloping of aviation for national defense. The air 
mail offers an opportunity for development for tha? 
purpose while, at the same time. putting men and 
machines into practical service which will vrieid 
returns in the training of men. the {mprovemeni 
of equipment and the lightening of the expense.
